While wo must compliment the 
Superintendent of Education upon the 
admirable temper with which ho has 
thus far conducted his side of the dis- 
cussion on public schools, we cannot 
tear the same testimony to his candor. 
It is greatly to be feared that when Mr. 
McKenkie forsook the straight and 
beaten paths of pedagogueism for the 
labyrinthino walks of politics he 
donned the Machiavellian- mantle 
and turned his back on the principles 
and precepts he so long instilled 
with some signs of success into the 
minds of the young entrusted to 
his fostering care, for wo observe 
-with regret that in his letter published 
yesterday he lias unfairly quoted ex- 
tracts from the reports of his predeces- 
sor in palliation of certain of his own 
recommendations which wo have assail- 
ed. We accused the Superintendent 
of making an insidious attack on tho 
free school system when he suggested 
that the high school should be support- 
ed by foes from scholars. llo replies 
by quoting a report of Mr. Jessop in 
which that gentleman broached the pro- 
ject of a high school and in which he 
stated that it is quito a " debatable 
point as to how far tho property of all 
should bo taxed to pay for the higher 
education of a few." But our corres- 
pondent foxily conceals the fact that 
the report of Mr. Jessop from which 
ho quotes was submitted in 1871, before 
the high school had been established, 
and while its creation was still a "de- 
batable point." The difference between 
Mr. Ji-ssorandMr. McKexzie would ap- 
pear to be that where the former built up 
thelatter seeks to pulldown. Under Mr. 
jEssop'a administration the high school 
was created fret by Act of Parliament. 
What we complain of is that Mr. Mc- 
Kexzie after making a recommenda- 
tion which, if adopted, would strike at 
the root of an established system en- 
deavors to shield himself from censure 
by quoting from a report of his pre- 
decessor, which was submitted while 
the scheme of a high school 
was in an embryotic state, in 
such a way as to leave the 
impression that the report was sub- 
mitted subsequent to the establishment 
of the high school instead of before. 
Mr. McKexzie next tries to excuse his 
• proposition for a direct tax on property 
in aid of the schools by quoting from 
the same report (1874) of Mr. Jessop. 
Here the fox in tho Superintendent's 
nature shows its "brush'' once more, 
for he again neglects to state that tho 
recommendation of Mr. Jr.ssopfor "di- 
rect or even local taxation for educa- 
tional purposes" was fully met by the 
legislation of 1870, whou the poll-tax 
of S3 was imposed. This poll-tax Mr. 
McKexzie proposes still to collect and 
then to send the Government Bashi- 
Bazouks through tho country to glean 
what little may be left behind by tho 
collectors of taxes imposed for other 
purposes. It will he borne in mind 
that Mr. McKexzie in his report pro- 
poses to entrust the appointment or 
dismissal of teachers to local trustee 
boards without the right of appeal to 
tho Board of Education, as now. In a 
former article we opposed this innova- 
tion, giving authenticated instances 
wherein local jealousies and interests 
had been exerted to the serious injury 
of schools in the selection and dismissal 
of teachers by local boards. Mr. Mc- 
Kexzie, without pausing to defend his 
proposition on this point, and referring 
to his accusation against the Board of 
Education of "partiality" in the grant- 
ing of certificates, says: 

"Tho late members of the Board of 
Education are amply able to protect 
themselves and require no protector. Can 
as much be said of the several Boards of 
Trustees?" 

From the above will be gathered the 
estimate which the Superintendent 
himself places on the relative abilities 
of the Board of Education and of the 
Boards of Trustees. In his opinion the 
Board of Education, whom lie proposes 
to strip of the power of examining into 
the qualifications and merits of candi- 
dates for teacherships, are so "amply 
able to protect themselves" as to "re- 
quire no protector;" and in the same 
breath he seriously calls in question the 
ability of the "several Boards of Trus- 
tees," whom he wishes to clothe with 
full power to select or discharge 
teachers, to protect themselves. There- 
fore, he proposes, like another Don 
Quixote, to rush to their assistance, 
being fully persuaded that they 
stand sorely in need of it. Whether 
the destinies of a school district would 
be safe in the hands of men who can- 
not suscessfully refute the arguments 
of a newspaper writer, we leave the 
reader to judge. We have a much 
higher opinion of Boards of Trus- 
tees than Mr. McKexzie would appear 
to have, and, indeed, we have never 
called in question their ability; but we 
have and do question the propriety of 
making candidates for the post of 
teacher run the gauntlet of local jeal- 
ousies and interests in the midst of 
which their real qualifications would be 
lost sight of.

DELAYED JISPATCHE8. 

EUEOPE 
St. Petersburg, Feb. '27. — The 
Grand Duke Wiatcheslay, the youngest 
child of tho Grand Duke Constantino, 
and a nephew of the Czar, is dead, 
aged 17. 

Prince Krapotkine, Governor of 
Kharkoff, Russia, who was shot by an 
unknown assassin, has died of his 
wounds. 

Southampton, Feb. 27. — The Ex- 
Empress Eugenie accompanied her 
son, Prince Louis Napoleon, to this 
port and witnessed his departure to- 
day for the seat of war in South 
Africa. 

Loxdox, Feb. 22. — The Chineso gov- 
ernment has purchased machinery and 
engaged experienced engineers and 
spinners in Germany to establish cotton 
mills in China, so as to frco that coun- 
try from dependence upon English and 
Russian imports. 

London, Feb. 27. — -In the House of 
Commmons to-night, Northcoto, in sub- 
mitting the supplementary credit for 
.£1,500,000, which he proposes to ob- 
tain by exchequer bonde, said that he 
anticipated an excess of expenditure 
over the revenuo of .£3,000,000 ster- 
ling, .£2,000,000 of which are provided 
for. A portion of tho eredit is to bo 
used for tho Transvaal war, and the 
balance for the Zulu war. The credit 
was adopted by the House without di- 
vision. Although the House of Com- 
mons voted the credit asked for, con- 
siderable opposition was manifested to 
the Government's proceedings against 
the Zulus, especially by the Homo 
Rulers. Chamberlain, Radical mem- 
ber for Birmingham, declared the war 
unjust and iniquitous. 

Loxdox, Feb. 27. — A Vienna dis- 
patch says : — Mention is made of a new 
Russian circular to the Powers, calling 
their attention to the Treaty of Berlin. 
In the circular, it is said, Russia sug- 
gests that the Powers devise means to 
obviate difficulties likely to arise from 
tho clause permitting the Turks to oc- 
cupy the Balkans. 

Rome, Feb. 27. — The great storm 
Monday night was the most disastrous 
on the coast. At many ports small 
crafts were blown out to sea and lost. 
Tho new quay at Posilipho is almost 
entirely destroyed. In tho interior the 
storm was equally violent. At Puag- 
ginolo, near Siena, the campanile of 
tho church was blown down while the 
people were at mass, killing two priests 
at the altar and three other persons, 
and wounding twenty-four persons. A 
similar catastrophe occurred at Oantau- 
ro, where the vault of the church yield- 
ed to the force of the storm and killed 
a priest celebrating mass, and injured 
a number of the congregation. At 
Rome the force of the wind was un- 
paralleled. All tho windows of the 
monastery of Monicallo Crocc were de 



St Joiix (N. B.), Feb. 21. — During 
a terrific storm yesterday, on Prince 
Edward Island, the Catholic Church at 
Cardigan road, the Presbyterian Church 
at Souris, and the railway sheds at 
Summerside, were all blown down. 
Other casualties are reported. Snow 
in the railway cuttings is said to be 
sixteen to twenty feet deep. 



AFRICA. 
Loxdox, Feb. 28. — Dispatches from 
Capo Town, February 21th, say that a 
Transvaal delegate told Govornor Sir 
Barbie Frere that tho people of Trans- 
vaal unanimously desire their independ- 
dence. Tho Governor replied that it 
was impossible to grant this. It is re- 
ported that Transvaal is prepared to 
elect a President.

Morse, Nicholson & Marpole, of Toronto, 
received the contract for the western sec- 
tion of sixty-seven miles, and Marks & 
Conway, associated with Purcell, Ginty it 
Ryan, received tho contract for tho east- 
ern section of 188 miles, the lowest tender 
being accepted in each case.

To Amead tho Land Act, 1575. 

The Premier laid beforo the Houso on 
Monday a Bill to amend tho Land Act, 
1875. Settlers in default in tha matter of 
purchase money for any pre-emption or 
claim, previously acquired, will be requir- 
ed to pay tho sanio in four annual instal- 
ments of 25 per cent. each. In caso of 
further default cancellation will follow. 
Tho free grant system is to be dono away 
with and the prico of §1 per acre charged 
for public lands, payable in four equal in- 
stalments of 25 per cent, each, tho last 
instalment not to be payable until after 
tho land shall haro been surveyed. A 
section provides for tho salo of public 
lands at the upset price of §1 per acre. 
Tho remainder of tho Bill embodies cer- 
tain regulations ■which have been in force 
at the Laud OUico for soveral years past, 

Marino Casualties on tho Sound. 



By the steamer Isabel wo learn that the 
storm of Sunday night and Monday last 
was severely felt all along tho Sound. At 
Port Townsend tho sloop Alexander 
dragged her anchor and wont ashore; Tho 
bark Don Nicholas was towed into Port 
Angolos by the steamer Tacoma yester- 
day morning, having had all her sails 
carried away and her top-gallant masts 
gone. The steamer Teaser, carrying the 
mails between tho Sound and Neah Bay, 
was blown ashore at Dungenoss and will 
probably bo a total loss. No lives lost. 
The Don Nicholas is laden with coal from 
Departure Bay for San Francisco and only 
left Departure Bay on Thursday night 
last. . Several other small vessels were 
driven ashore at Port Townsend. 

The Electric Light.— -A French hair- 
dresser has invented an ingenious plan, 
which he is now engaged in perfecting, for 
tho application of the electric light to car- 
riage lamps. A locomotive cngino when 
in motion will, he maintains, under his 
system generate electricity sufficient to 
illuminate a railway train with the bril- 
liancy of a meteor. Steamships, in like 
manner, will by their own machinery sup- j 
ply themselves with lights so powerful as 
to lesson materially tho chances of colli- 
sion even in tho thickest of fogs. It is, 
moreover, not only, railway trains and 
steam-vessels that will bo lighted on the 
same principle. Ordinary carriages drawn 
by horses can bo illuminated by moans of 
electricity supplied by the rotary motion 
of their wheels. With tho view of de- 
monstrating this fact, tho inventor in- 
tends, if he can obtain the requisite per- 
mission from tho authorities, to try tho 
experiment on the cabs of London, as be- 
ing tho darkest and dingiest city in Eu- 
rope, and possessing tho darkest and din- 
giest public vehicles. He maintains that, 
as with one horse-power tho Jablochkoff 
candle gives a light equal to sixty-six gas 
jetB, so with one cab-horse power his car- 
riage lamp will transform even a " four- 
wheeler "when in motion into a dazzling 
and glorious object.

Ottawa Parliament. 

By the mail received yesterday we ob- 
serve that tho Ottawa Parliament had 
settled down <<> hrsrd work. Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzie leads tho Opposition in the 
Commons. The address was passed with- 
out a division in both houses. Senator 
Cornwall's speech in tho Senate was a 
creditablo olt'ort, We give clsowhero 
notices, etc., that arc of interest to this 
Province. In the House, on tho 16th 
February, 

Sir Jolin Macdonald said, in reference 
to the statement that the presont Govern- 
ment were taking the same lino as tho 
previous Government on tho Pacific Rail- 
way, ho had only to say that both ends 
were built (/) There was no choice but to 
go on with tho middle portion in order to 
get it finished. Ono end was in a swamp 
and tho other in a wilderness, and thero 
was a middle piece of 185 miles, and un- 
til this middle portion was finished thero 
would be no satisfactory connection with 
tho great Northwest. Rcferonco had been 
made to satisfying the reasonable de- 
mands of British Columbia. Tho lato 
Government had never tried to satisfy- 
any demands of British Columbia, reas- 
onablo or unreasonable. (Hear, hear, 
from Mr. DeCosmos.) The presont ad- 
ministration were determined to give duo 
attention to tho reasonable demands of 
the Pacific Province. Somo time ago cer- 
tain Reform journals had stated that ho 
had been elected for Victoria in consid- 
eration of having niado certain pledges. 
The facts were that ho had wired two or 
three friends in British Columbia, saying 
that he had boon defeated in Kingston, 
and asking them to elect him there. Tho 
answer came promptly, "It shall be done," 
and it was done. (Cheers.)

Senator Carr all Son't Like tho Bail- 
■way Paragraph in tho Speaoh. 

Speaking in tho Senate on the 16th 
ult. , Senator Carrall said: — With regard 
to tho paragraph relating to tho Pacific 
Railway, I am disappointed. That un- 
dertaking was tho wedding-ring, so to 
speak, of our union with Canada — tho 
unification and consolidation of the Dom- 
inion. I do think that something might 
havo been devised by tho astuto laader of 
tho Government, who is equal to any em 
ergency, which would be more satis- 
factory. Seven years havo passod since 
•tho Union of British Columbia with tho 
Dominion, some thirteen millions of dol 
lars have slipped through tho fingers of 
the administrators of our public affairs, and 
yet wo havo nothing to bIiow except tho 
monuments I have roforred to, for that 
vast expenditure. I propose, at a future 
period of tho session, to deal with this 
subject, and I merely contont myself on 
this occasion with endorsing the oxpres- 
ions used by the mover of tho Address in 
referring to tho clause rolating to tho 
construction of tho Pacific Railway. 

Sonator Scott doubtod that tho expecta- 
tions of British Columbia would bo 
gratified. Ho believed from tho Speech 
that the alterations in tho tariff would bo 
for revenue purposes. 

Sonator Carrall regretted that while 
813,000,000 had slipped through tho fin- 
gers of the Government, sinco British 
Columbia entered tho Union there was 
nothing to show for it but steel rails.

Canadian MaiL 



Montreal, Feb. 22. — Five thousand 
dollars more was asked by the Mont- 
real Road Committee yesterday to rc- 
niovo the snow from the streets, being 
$15,000 so far. The snow fall at 
Montreal has been unprecedented. 

Largo quantities of bonded goods are 
being withdrawn at Montreal in antici- 
pation of the increase in tariir. The 
daily average amount of Customs duty 
lately collected has bosn about §2 5, 000. 
On Thursday it reached the enormous 
amount of $113,313. 

It in said that Lord Du Serin has tel- 
egraphed to Ottawa for the sleighs and 
other trappings remaining unsold at the 
salo of his effects last summer, to be 
forwarded to St. Petersburg at onco. 

Ottawa, Feb. 22. — Already 451 
gentlemen and 121 ladies have accept- 
ed the invitation to attend the proposed 
ball at Eiclcau Hall on the 19th inst. 

Montreal, Fob. 27. — A petition to 
Parliament, praying that no duty be 
imposed on American grain imported 
into tho Dominion, is being extensively 
signed here by shippers of grain, in- 
land and ocean carriers, and dealers, as 
they maintain tho export trade oE this 
city would be seriously interfered with, 
as well as trade generally. 

Ottawa, Feb, 28. — Tho dutios on 
tea and molasstes have been reduced, 
and the Finance Minister says that if 
the finances would permit tea and 
coffee will bo placed on the free list to 
encourage trade with Japan. The 
duty on tea will be mado ad valorem. 

The House of Commons, after dis- 
cussion, voted down a resolution de- 
claring tho necesaity of a strict and 
uniform observance of the Lord's day 
in all the departments of tho public 
service, and that ail postmasters be 
permitted to close their offices during 
the whole of Sabbath day. 

HALIFAX, Feb. 28. — Advices have 
been received here that the British 
steamer Aberfeldy has been abandoned 
at sea. The crew wero saved, 

Montreal, Feb. 28. — At a special 
meeting of members of the Montreal 
Corn Exchange to day a resolution 
was passed by a largo majority, pro- 
testing against tho contemplated pro- 
tective duty on breadstuff's, and ex- 
pressing an earnest hope that United 
States grain be admitted free as hereto- 
fore. 

A run commenced on Monday on 
he New Orleans (?) Savings Institution, 
since which time half a million of dol- 
lars have been paid out. To-day the 
managers decided to pay 15 per cent, 
cash to depositors, and the balance af- 
ter the ninety days' notico allowed by 
the charter. Tho officers report tho 
Bank solvent. The January statement 
showed deposits aggregating $2,050,000. 
It is stated that the run was caused by 
rumors sot afloat that the institution 
was heavily loaded with State bonds, 
which recently depreciated 25 per cent.

WHAT THE PRINCESS WORE. 



(Cor. Toronto Mail.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 14. — Parliament was 
formally opened this afternoon with 
tho usual ceremonial solemnities. Not 
for many years had so much interest 
been taken in the proceedings. Mem 
bers and Senators havo come earlier 
this year than ever before. From two 
o'clock tho usual crowds began to 
gather before the building, in tho lob- 
bies, in the corridors, and at every 
available space. Thero were crowds on 
tho atroets and at the corners* and all 
Ottawa had, in a measure, "culled out 
a holiday." There is a rustling of 
dresses and a stretching of necks and a 
general coming to " 'tention." There 
is a jinglo of sleigh-bells in tho new si- 
lence. They're coming! Then thero is 
clash of arms— that's the salute of tho 
guard of honor. Then there is a crash 
of music. That's "God Save the 
Queen" — the Queen of those realms, 
who daughter and whoso personal rep- 
resentative is coining. Then there is 
tho booming of cannon — the sound of 
which goes round the world, according 
to Daniel Webster, and which has been 
heard under nearly all skies, and in 
most lands in the world. Then there 
flashes in through the corridors the 
royal parties and the staff, his Excel- 
lency and Her Royal Highness, are at- 
tended by the members of tho house- 
hold. 

THE SCENE IN TnE SENATE CHAMBER. 

The Senate Chamber is brilliant to 
behold. The walls are newly orna- 
mented in gayer colors than beforo, 
about the judiciousness of which there 
is tho usual variety of opinion. But 
what are walls in the presence of so 
much beauty ns is here. In the galler- 
ies and on tho floors the fashion and 
beauty of Ottawa, and of a good many 
other places as well, are gathered. The 
Princess Louise wore a black satin, 
princess train, low necked, studded 
with diamonds; a tiara of diamonds on 
the hair, and diamond necklace. Lady 
McNamara, a black satin princess train, 
low necked, with jet trimmings, dia- 
monds, and velvet ostrich feather in 
hair. Mrs. DoWinton, a black gros- 
grain silk, princess train, trimmed with 
satin, coronet of diamonds on the head, 
and diamond necklace. Lady Mac- 
donald, black silk velvet, princess train, 
blue feathers in hair. Mrs. W. G. 
Perley, palo blue brocade, princess 
dress handsomely trimmed with point 
lace, diamond ornaments. Mrs. S. L. 
Tilley, black silk velvet train over silk- 
skirt, lace trimmings. Mrs. Morgan, 
light green silk, trimmed in dark green 
velvet and embroidered. Mrs. Tuppcr, 
velvet train, Honiton lace trimmings. 
Mrs. Ritchie,' claret-colored velvet train 
over satin skirt with lace trimmings. 
Miss Ritchie, pink silk princess train, 
lace trimmings. Mrs. Burpee, navy- 
blue velvet brain, lace trimmings, tulle 
veil and feather in hair. Mrs. Sand- 
ford Fleming, black velvet princess 
train, trimmed with point laco and 
cardinal and palo blue ribbons. Miss 
Fleming, pale blue silk trimmed "with 
white and blue flowers. 

The gentleman Usher, M. Kiniber, 
then makes his appearance, and sum- 
mons the Commons to theSenate Cham- 
bers. The Speaker moves out with 
dignity, followed by the members. Tho 
members go in the usual tumultuous 
crowd. That is to show their indepen- 
dence. The very rich men wear old 
clothes, Tho poor ones dress most 
elegantly. That shows how much bet- 
ter it is to be poor than rich. His Ex- 
cellency and her Royal Highness re- 
ceive them, both on tho dias together. 
The scene is a beautiful one. Their 
Excellencies are, as it were, 

Ringed round with a flame of fair (aces, 
And splendid with swords. 

When the Commons came to enter 
the Senate Chamber, it was found im- 
possible to get them all into it, so 
great had been the demand by the pub- 
lic for seats to witness the sight. The 
galleries were packed as they wero 
never packed before. Members get 
upon the side benches of the Senate, 
and when the Speech was half-way 
through down came some benches with 
a crash. One lady fainted in the gal- 
lery during the delivery of his Excel- 
lency's Address. The two sides of the 
floor of the Senate wore packed five 
deep with ladies in beautiful costumes, 
the cynosure of Commoners' eyes ; and 
long after tho close of the proceedings, 
the floor was still bright with ladies 
and gay with talk and laughter. Sir 
John Macdonald, Dr. Tupper, Messrs. 
Langevin, Baby and Macdonald (Min- 
ister of Justice), all wore the Windsor 
costumes. Mr. Mackenzie wore his 
ordinary attire on the occasion. Mr. 
Car tw right wore a smile of derision, 
but it was considered a court costume. 

THE END OT THE PLAY, 
Tho play la done, tho curtain drops, 
Slow falling: to the prompters' belt, 

After his Excellency's speech was de- 
livered, the Speaker of the Commons 
is handed the documents and making 
his bow, he retires with stately step. 
His Commoners go with him in a mob, 
as usual. His Excellency and her 
Royal Highness rise. There is a fresh 
rustlo of silks, a faint whiff of pcrfumo 
in the air. 



The Royal party depart in stately 
silence. The brilliant gathering of 
ladies dissolves from view. The gal- 
leries begin to move downwards. There 
is a fresh shouldering of arms, a new 
crashing of music, a louder booming 
of cannon, a jingle of sleigh-bells, and 
all is over. Parliament is open. Work 
has bemin.

The "Stall" on the Paoillo Railway. 

"The topic (in the Speech) which is 
most interesting, from a financial point 
of view, is that of the Pacific railway. 
On that topic much has been said, and 
more has been written. Since 1873 
the plan of building the railway has 
been a point of contention between 
parties. Five years ago Mr. Macken- 
zie took power with the duty and the 
promise of faithfully carrying out the 
scheme. He announced a policy of his 
own. It was a new and,, of course, 
very superior article; but somehow five 
years have elapsed, and Mr. Macken- 
zie's policy has not been carried out. 
British Columbia has become discon- 
tented, if not disaffected, on account of 
the manifest neglect of public duty by 
the late Ministry. The arbitration of 
Lord Carnarvon was scorned and its 
fulfilment prevented even by the Min- 
istry that should have felt bound to 
carry it out. The original policy of 
Mr. Mackenzio was abandoned, and in 
the effort to arrive atsome via media tho 
inexperienced and pretentious gentle- 
man who had in a moment of vanity- 
taken tho position of Minister of Pub- 
lic Works found himself floundering 
in a very morass of difficulties of his 
own creating. His unfortunato in- 
vestment, without requisition from his 
engineers, in a great difficulty of steel 
rails not needed then and not needed 
now, "nor at any time during Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's regime, was a conspicuous evi- 
dence of the unpracticed, unbusiness- 
like and unwise policy of the 
late Minister. Tho present Gov- 
ernment announce that they will 
endeavor to fill the reasonable expecta- 
tions of British Columbia. It is need- 
less to add that it will be only possible 
to carry out this policy within the 
limits of the public resources; but al- 
ready the Government have shown n 
disposition to push forward with all 
reasonable speed such work on-the Pa- 
cific railway as it has been possible to 
arrange for in the limited time, and 
with the necessarily limited informa- 
tion at their disposal. On the carrying 
out of this great public work depends 
largely tho valuo of our western ac- 
quisitions. It is a matter for regret 
that so long a delay has taken place 
in opening them up. It is a matter 
for congratulation that thero is a pub- 
lic promiso of a now and vigorous 
policy of railway extension westward 
into those regions where population 
most tends to flow."
